For The Moment Italians Have Ceased Titanic Efforts

ROME, May 20.—On the southern end of the line, near the 
Bead of the Gulf of Trieste, in the Austro-Italian theatre, the 
Ttalians for the moment have ceased their titanie effort to push for 
ward to Trieste and heavy fighting again is in progress to the 
north around Gorizia, Plava and the Vodice, East of Gorizia and 
on the Vodice the Austrians attempted to carry the offensive to 
the Italians, but the artillery fire of the Italians stopped the as-

an attack, and despite stubborn resistance, made progress on the 
southeastern slope of Hill 52. Likewise in the Plava region the 
Austrians were driven back and lost 100 men made prisoner, Around 
San Giovanni and Duino, at the lower end of the line, the Austrians 
heavily bombarded the Italians in their new positions and ineffee- 
tually tried to oust them. The Italians have taken 23,681 prisoners

The race riots began late last night 
shortly after a commuttee from the 
labor unions met. with members of 
the city council to protest against fur- 
ther {mportations of negroes from the 
south to work In the stock yards and 
packing houses. 

At that time large mobs were 
formed and in the rioting which re 
sulted one negro was shot, several 
were badly beaten and hundreds of ne. 
groes were driven across the river 
into St. Louis. Three more negroes 
were shot early tonight.

SELLS THEM FOR SUM OF $1,092 


Animals Were From Litters of October 25th Last, and After Being 
Brought Through Unusually Severe Winter Without Loss, 
Averaged 171 Pounds at Age of 7 Months.

Mr. Wilkinson adopted the most 
direct methods in his venture of pro- 
ducing winter pigs. The litters were 
from the first allowed to bed them- 
selves in straw shelters, constructed 
of threshed straw blown over small 
pole sheds, Here the young pigs were 
permitted to roam at will during the 
entire winter, being fed dry oat chop 
with an amply supply of water, For 
the last month previous to the sale 
the animals were given chopped bar- 
ley with the oats, Mr. Wilkinson esti- 
mates that the grain fed brought him 
him fully $1 per bushel, which was 
something in advance of even the 
high oat prices prevailing for the last 
six months, “To make a success of 
pigs keep the curl in their tails,” is 
the advice of this veteran farmer of 
the district. 


One of the most effective ways in a total of $26 for 


which the farmer can drive dollars 
to town during these times of high 
prices was that in which G. A. Wilkin- 
#on of six miles north of the city 
figured when he brought in a drovo 
of 42 hogs to the Edmonton stock- 
yards, The hogs were driven in along 
the road {n a few hours and were 
sold for the handsome sum of $1,092. 

The most significant fact in this in- 
stance to men itn the hog raising busi- 
ness Was not the price nor the means 
taken to bring the animals to market, 
What is of most interest is that the 
aninials were from litters. of October 
25th, last fall, and that they not only 
Were brought through the unusually 
fevere winter without loss, but weigh- 
ed when sold, at the age of seven 
months, on an average 171 pounds, 
The price obtained was $15.37% per

Expert evidence given by Dr. G. H. 
Malcolmson before Magistrate Bar- 
clay, Tuesday morning, substantiated 
the opinion of neighbors that Veter 
J, Caspary, allas Peter Casper, is not 
in a fit condition to be at large.

Automobile Club Issues Statement 
—Regulations Reasonable If 
t Public Observe Care. 


The Edmonton Automobile club, 
through its opresident J, A, Brook- 
bank, has issued the following state- 
ment in answer to the protest of a 
“elty business man’ to Mayor Henry, 
againat automobile speeding on the 
clty streets, bd 

“No body of citizens in Edmonton, 
is more anxious to eliminate the 
harmful practice of auto speeding 
than the Automobile club itself, One 
of the cardinal principles of this or- 
Kanization, and the observation of 
which is @ssential to membership 
the club, is compliance with the law 
not only in respect to the speed at 
which members drive, put also in re- 
gard to every other regulation in con- 
nection with auto traffic. It should 
be pointed out, however, that the pro 
posal made in the letter referred to, 
that automobiles should not travel 
ynore than six miles per hour between 
Namayo and 109th street, is out of 
the question, because very few autos 
can be throttled down to travel us 
slow as six miles per hour except on 
low or intermediate gears, the con- 
tinued use of which of course, ag 
every driver knows ts impracticable, 


Regulations Reasonable 

“The regulation as to the speed of 
autos in the elty, at present, namely, 
15 miles per hour between Namayo 
and 109th street, and 20 miles per 
hour in the other portions of the city, 
are reasonable so far as the drivers 
are concerned, and absolutely safe for 
the public, provided the latter ab- 
serve ordinary precautions, and driv- 
ers exercise ordinary care, It 1@ 
however, a fact the most casual obe 
servers will verify, that very frequent= 
ly pedestrians will entirely ignore the 
fact that they are not supposed to 
cross streets except at the corners, and 
intersections, and thelr failure to ob- 
serve reasonable precautions in regard 
to their own safety, frequently throws 
unwarranted onus on the drivers of 
automobiles, and if accidents happen, 
as they are almost bound to do under 
these circumstances, naturally the 
blame is generally thrown upon the 
driver whereas perhaps he may be ene 
tirely innocent of any carelessness,

to co-operate with the regularly con- 
stituted authorities for mutual pro- 
tection and safety, Is shown by the 
fact that recently officers of the club 
waited on Commissioner Harrison, and

Gooderham, of Toronto, who presid- 
ed, hesitated about suspending the 
rules when the request was made by 
Miss Boulton, The proposal was put 
‘o the members of the meeting. They 
voted that the rules should be sus- 
vended in this inetanee as the question 
was one of urgent national import- 
ance, 

“It is time for us to speak out in 
this time of stress and tragedy,” said 
Miss Boulton. “The very reading of 
our name, Daughters of the Empire, 
carries with it loyalty. This is a mat- 
ter of importance and urgency to our 
nation.” 

Mrs, Wolff, regent of the Quebec 
municipal chapter, was loudly ap- 
plauded when she rase to second the 
resolution, announcing that she was 
one of the representatives of the pro- 
vince that is causing the trouble.

RUSSIAN MONKS 
ARE DEMANDING 
FOUAL RIGHTS 


In Order to Prove Fitness For 
Vote Are Ceasing Anti- 
Liberal Activities 


Petrograd, May 29, via London. 


The inmates of the Russian monasjer- 
jes, in an excess of revolutionary zeal, 
are demanding equal petitical rights 


with the lay population, ineluding the 
vote. In order to prove their fitness 
for citizenship the monks have set 
about eradicating all traces of their 
former autoeratist, veactionary and, 
in. partfoulur, anti-semitic activities, 
destroying the stores of anti-liberal 
and pogrom literature which was sup- 
plied to them by the pollee, “security 
department,” now abolished, 

The monks of Russia's biggest, 
richest and most famous monastery, 
Troitsa-Lavrs, near Moscow, which is 
historfe owing to having withstood 
two seiges by Polish armies in the 
seventeenth century, made bonfires

Round 2-—Welsh jabbed twice for 
the stomach, but Benny pulled away 
Freddie was short with right hook 
for jaw.

Round 7—~They mixed it, Welsh 
showed his wonderful defense to thc 
best advantage. He kept himself as 
well guarded as a turtie in ita shell 
His arms gloves or elbows were usu- 
ally in the way of Leonard's torrent 
of blows. Welsh drove Leonard to 
the ropes with left jabs. Welsh’s 
round, 

Round 8—Welsh jabbed with a left, 
but Leonard rushed, and after three 
attempts brushed Freddie's jaw with 
a Jeft. Leonard danced about and 
went after Welsh’s stomach with 
three lefts. Welsh fought in close and 
raked Leonard's body with short left 
and right jolts. Welsh jabbed left to 
face at bell. 

Round 9—-They worked in close. 
Welsh was smiling a sardonic smile 
in which was far more apprehension 
than confidence. Welsh feinted and 
tried with his right after his left feli 
short. Benny danced away qut of 
danger.

In these days of simplificd spelling aud perverted English, the 
slang term “Iron Man” has come into use in many callings, The 
embryo financter refers to his dollars as his “Iron men,” but the 
expression has found its greatest use in the grand old pastime of 
baseball, 

In these days pitchers who are able to twirl more than two 
games a week are referred to as “Iron Men’ and the term is justly 
applied, In this connection it may be of some enlightenment to 
recall that Joseph McElroy Mann, '75, of Princeton was the original 
“Iron Mah" and that. he first put the curve ball {nto practical use 
in a baseball game. On October 23, 1874, the Philadelphia team 
visited Princeton and Mr. Cummings, Arthur Cummings, of the 
Old Brooklyn Stars, later of the Mutuals and finally of the Phillies, 
was their pitcher. Another player on the Philadelphia team that 
day was York, and he and Cummings amused the crowd at Prince- 
ton by throwing curves before the game and between the tnnings. 
Cummings pitched “ins and “outs and York pitched “drops,” 
The idea thereupon occurred to Mann to utilize these curious 
freaks of the ball in actual pitching to batsmen. By the arrival 
of the following spring he had completely mastered the art of 
Sou all three curves. On May 28, 1875, Mann pitched for 

rinceton against Harvard and by his wide and effective curve, 
the first time it was ever uted in any game, succeeded in striking 
out the first eights batters who faced him, The ninth batter got a 
hit. The Harvard players had no idea what was the irouble. 
About the fifth inning one of the Crimson players who had been 
standing behind the catcher reported to Captain Tyng that the 
balls were curving away from the batsman and there was an imme- 
diate exodus on the part of the Harvard players to the backstop 
to witness this unheard-of phenomenon. It was on the following 
day, May 29, 1876, that Mann really won his cognomen of “Iron 
Man,” for then he went in again against Yale and with the use 
of his curves, pitched the firat no-hit and no-run game in the 
history of baseball. Twenty-nine Yale men that day faced Mann, 
Princeton made eight base hits and scored three runs,

Of course, the 
last chapter in his baseball experience is not yet to be written 
but casting a wicked eye at his record for the past two @easons 
indicates that he may indeed be another Alexander—and here's 
hoping that he is.

The Municipal Hospitale 
: Act 


4, - 


How to Incorporate a Hospital Dis- 
trict and Provide for Operation of 
a Hospital. 


Under the Municipal Hospitals Act 
passed at the recent Session of the 
Legislature, the Minister of Municipal 
Affairs is authorized to divide the 
Province {nto Hospita\ Districts. He 
is also charged with the responsibility 
of supplying plans, specifications, es- 
timates, advice on sites and manage- 
ment and such other assistance as he 
may be able to give. The bringing in- 
the existence of a hospital depends on 
the initlative of the people. When 
more than one council tis concerned, 
the consent of the other council or 
councils is necessary, as well as the 
petition from the electors within the 
municipality. The preliminary work 
being done, the council shall appoint 
a hospital board. In the case of one 
municipality undertaking the work, 
the board shall consist of three mem- 
bers of the council and three electors 
outside the council, When there are 
two municipalities in the proposed 
district each council shall appoint 
three representatives, one being a 
member of the council, and two elec- 
tors not councillors. When the ap- 
pointments are made the names are 
sent to the Minister, who names a 
convenor and the place and date of 
meeting for organization, The board 
has power— 

To appoint such officials as may be 
necessary and to fix the amount of 
remuneration; 

To determine the site and arrange 
for purchase of same; 

To arrange for the acquiring or 
erection of a suitable building; 

To make arrangements with any 
existing hospital, if preferred to un- 
dertake the establishment and main- 
tenance of a separate institution; 

To engage medical practitioners and 
nurses; 

To arrange for financing the hog- 
pital, the preparation of estimates 
ete., the municipality providing the 
money as for other municipal enter- 
prises. 

The levy for capital expenditure 
shall not be higher than two mills on 
the dollar, 

As soon a® the plans are approved 
by the Minister of Municipal Affairs, 
the council shall prepare a bylaw for 
submission to the electors, which 
must be voted on within three months.
